SAN DIEGO — If sheer exuberance is - 


any measure of success, then last week’s 
“Christian revival’’ at Christ the King 
Church accomplished everything its spon- 
sors hoped it would. 


This third annual week-long revival 
scheduled by the committee for 
evangelization of the diocesan Commis- 
sion for Black Catholics featured five 
nights of prayer, song, Scripture and the 
preaching of Father George Stallings Jr., 
pastor of St. Teresa of Avila Church in 
Washington, D.C. 


UNDERLYING A rousing revival 
spirit at Christ the King was a basic thrust 
at evangelization responsive to black 
Catholics and their felt need of an authen- 
tic spirituality that is both black and 
Catholic. 


“In our parish we have that revival 
spirit every Sunday,’’ Father Stallings 
told Southern Cross. ‘‘It is a call to a deep, 
interior renewal of one’s faith which frees 
one to express his or her relationship with 
the Lord in any way one feels without be- 
ing inhibited.”’ 

Opposed to this is what blacks usually 
encounter in many ‘‘mainline’’ Roman 
Catholic parishes, said Father Stallings: 
“‘A worship style that borders on rigid 
ritualism, non-affective worship styles as 
well as a set pattern of responses.”’ 


IN A revival, said. Father Stallings, 
‘‘many elements blend harmoniously 
together to create a worship experience 
that is affirmative, spontaneous, joyous, 
responsive and affective.”’ 


By ‘‘affective,’’ Father Stallings means 
the outward expression of an. inner 
religious feeling, an externalizing that can 
take many forms, including ‘‘Amen!”’ 
and ‘‘Thank you, Jesus!’’ along with 
hand-clapping, foot-stomping, and even 
tears. ‘‘A person just feels so good 
inside,’’ he said. 


The black ‘spiritual tradition, said 
Father Stallings, has tended to celebrate 
the suffering, struggle and oppression 
American blacks have gone through, fin- 
ding a ‘‘cathartic’’ release in the freedom 
of worship — ‘‘The only time they could 
leave their troubles by the riverside.’’ 


ONLY IN the context of prayer, he 
added, did ‘‘blacks . experience true 
freedom, that Christ was the liberator of 
the oppressed.’’ And they still bring that 
expectation of liberation to their worship 
today, he said. 


But, he noted, oftentimes “‘when we go 
to Mass we are different than we are the 
other six days of the week. There is no in- 
volvement, no participation, only a sense 
of ‘fulfilling an obligation.’ ’’.

exist 20 years ago, said Father Stallings, 
and it can mean many different things. 
The U.S. bishops, he noted, ‘‘have seen a 
need to allow for a more pluralistic ex- 
perience of Catholicism, and therefore 
this tends to present the posture of accep- 
ting the entrance of blacks into the 
mainstream.”’ 


BUT THE reality, he said, is that the 
‘‘debilitating forms of racism in the 
Church have not been adequately ad- 
dressed,’’ and while the bishops’ pastoral 
on war and peace is given wide discus- 
sion, their earlier pastoral on racism has 
been largely ignored.

Catholic Charities 
say Reagan policies 
are unacceptable 


WASHINGTON (NC) — President 


Reagan’s social policies are ‘‘totally 
unacceptable,’’ said leaders of the 
National Conference of Catholic 


Charities in response to the president’s 
State of the Union message. 

In a joint statement issued Jan. 29, the 
Catholic ‘Charities officials called on 
Reagan ‘‘to look more deeply and:more 
closely into our state of the union.’’ 

THE STATEMENT, issued during 
an NCCC board of directors meeting in 


Washington, was signed by Msgr. 
Jerome Boxleitner, NCCC president; 
Father Thomas J. Harvey, NCCC 


executive director; and Auxiliary Bishop 
Joseph M. Sullivan of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
the NCCC’s episcopal liaison. 


“The president completely ignored the 
15 percent of the population who are not 
actively participating in the present 
recovery,’’ the statement said. ‘‘Nor did 
he address the monumental concerns of 
those who serve the growing numbers of 
poor and near-poor,”’ 

While Reagan in his State of the Union 
speech acknowledged the individual 
contributions of Conventual. Franciscan 
Father Bruce Ritter, founder of the 
Covenant House for runaway children in 
New York, the NCCC statement said that 
“to highlight the problems of kids on the 
without addressing the large 
problems facing families...is immature 
social policy.’’ 

The experiences. of Catholic Charities 
agencies ‘‘show that unemployment, 
poverty, hunger and homelessness are 
still very real problems that are reaching 
frightening proportions. The present 
euphoric state of economic recovery has 
not diminished the pain of these 
problems,’’ the statement said. | 


SAYING THAT government social 
policy ‘‘must include the welfare of -all 
citizens,’’ the statement urged ‘‘a deeper 
understanding for the kinds of economic 
and social supports that are needed by a 


substantial number of American 
families.”’ 
It added, ‘‘Private charities alone 


cannot assume the burden of providing 
for all the needs that a humane social 
order requires.”’

The Baby Doe 
provision, named informally for two cases of 
infants born with birth defects which were not 
immediately treated, would require state 
agencies to initiate a system for investigating 
and reporting instances in which handicapped 
babies are denied medical treatment and 
nourishment.

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Protestants oppose 
U.S.-Vatican ties at 
Senate hearings

WASHINGTON (NC) — Formal 


exchange of ambassadors- between the 
United States and the Holy See would 
violate separation of church and state and 
could promote discrimination against 
non-Catholics, Protestant leaders testified 
Feb. 2 at a Senate confirmation hearing 
for William Wilson, President Reagan’s 
choice as ambassador to the Holy See. 


Outnumbered nine-to-one at the 
hearing, the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights backed 
formalization of diplomatic ties between 
the United States and Holy See. Formal 
relations were announced Jan. 10, 
following congressional action to remove 
a century-old ban on such ties. 


THE HEARING, before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, was 
officially to consider Wilson as 
ambassador, but it became a protest 
forum for groups opposed to such ties. 


Critics said they were not opposed to 
Wilson personally or motivated by anti- 
Catholicism. And they praised the 
leadership of Pope John Paul II, 
acknowledging his diplomatic efforts on 
behalf of world peace. 


Sen. Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) said he 
opposed formal U.S.-Vatican ties and 
said he may put a hold on the nomination 
before it reaches the Senate floor. 


WILSON, TESTIFYING briefly, 
said the formal ties would promote better 
communication between - the United 
States and the Vatican, that the ‘‘essential 
aspect’’ of the ambassador’s role would 
be to explain U.S. foreign policy to the 
Holy See, and that ties would help the 
United States and Vatican promote 
peace. 

“‘The benefit to be derived from full 
diplomatic relations...would be primarily 
derived from a permanent presence 
there,’’ he said.

New Boston, N.Y. archbishops: Red hats next?

Pope John Paul II has filled vacancies 
in two of this country’s four largest sees, 
and the impact will likely be felt far 
beyond the confines of Boston and New 
York in the years to come. : 


In transferring Bishop Bernard F. Law 
from the small diocese of Springfield- 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., to the Archdiocese 
of Boston, and Bishop John J. O’Connor 
from Scranton, Pa., to the Archdiocese of 
New York, the pontiff has moved them 
from relative obscurity to positions of 
high visibility in the U.S. Roman 
Catholic hierarchy. 


ALSO, HIS choices of Archbishops 
Law, 52, and O’Connor, 64, are virtually 
tantamount to both men being named to 
the College of Cardinals, possibly even 
before the year is out; it didn’t take the 
pope long to give Chicago’s new 
archbishop, Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin, the red hat. 


The two new archbishops, observers 
note, have a reputation for doctrinal 


firmness, but their pastoral styles are — 


quite different. Bishop Law is widely 
known for his commitment to serious 
ecumenism, and has received national 
attention over the past three years for his 


delicate handling of the ecumenically- 


sensitive U.S. program of ordaining, 
under special papal dispensations from 
celibacy, former married Episcopal 
priests to the Roman Catholic priesthood. 


Bishop O’Connor was a key member of 
the bishops’ committee that drafted the 
1983 pastoral letter on war and peace, but 
gained the reputation of a “‘‘hawk,”’ 
something, he and the other committee

members rejected. The bishop spent 27 
years as a Navy chaplain, and retired with 
the rank of rear admiral. 


BERNARD F. Law is the son of a 
career Air Force officer and was born in 
Torreon, Mexico. As a child he travelled 
widely with his parents, attended 
elementary schools in a number of states, 
graduated from high school in the U.S. 
Virgin Islands and completed college at 
Harvard University, in the Boston 
suburb of Cambridge. . 

Ordained for the Natchez-Jackson 
diocese in 1961, he was named bishop in 
1973; he was known for a pastorally direct

style of leadership in his tiny southern 
Missouri diocese, where he would spend 
much time in parish visitation and even 
lead retreats for young people before he 
confirmed them. 


A leading Roman Catholic spokesman 
for Christian unity, he was nonetheless 
cautious in his approach, calling for 
serious dialogue on Eucharist, ministry 
and authority to overcome the ‘‘scandal’’ 
of Christian division, which he saw rooted 
in ‘‘the pervasiveness of human 
sinfulness.”’

Happy to be Catholic: Mary, Valentin Sanchez

Fellow travelers 


A cold shiver went down my spine as the car radio told me that 
Anthony Antone had been killed by the State of Florida earlier in 
the day. My thoughts immediately went to Earl, and I wondered 
how he was coping with Antone’s death. 


Earl-is a friend of mine that I have never met. We began 
exchanging letters three years ago, when I read his request for 
correspondents in a Christian magazine. Earl is on death row at 
Florida State Prison in Starke, Florida. 


In the more than 30 letters I’ve received, Earl has revealed 
himself to be a man with a keen sense of humor and a cracker 
barrel full of ‘‘down home’’ wisdom. We talk about everything 
from the Bible to Earl’s children to my latest experience at Saint 
Rita’s parish. He has become someone special to me, another 
human being with whom I can share the story of my life’s 
journey and from whom I can learn. We have become fellow 
travelers. 


I mentioned that I have never met Earl. I came close, once. 
Several years ago, I was visiting relatives in Florida, and I 
petitioned the warden for a visit with Earl. The petition was 
rejected on the stated grounds that Earl was Baptist and therefore 
not entitled to a visit from a Catholic priest. A priest from Florida 
later explained to me that the authorities there were especially 
leery of priests because Florida’s Catholic bishops have been so 
outspoken in criticizing the death penalty and the prison system. 

~ So much for my civil rights. 


On’ the day that Anthony Antone was executed, there was a 
letter from Earl waiting for me when I got home from the 
Southern Cross. It gave me an eerie feeling to see the familiar 
script on the unopened envelope. I share a portion of that letter 
with you now, repeating Earl’s own words verbatim. I do this 
simply as a meditation on one person’s life. 


‘Tt appears they’re going to get Antone tomorrow 
morning. It has come down to 27 hours and no one has 
given him a stay of execution. I don’t think Antone is 
being treated right. sen 


During the six or seven years Antone been here, I’ll say 
I have sent to him 20 times for some thing, and each 
time I got it. He never would let me pay him back. He 
would always say that one day he might need a favor, 
plus, we are friends. 


On the 29th of December, when we went to the 
Christmas party, I had to scratch his nose for 
him...because he gets handcuffed behind the back. - 
Well, if they kill Antone, I’ll really miss him, because we 
use to walk around the yard and share a lot of things.”’ 


Someone has written that ‘‘one million deaths is a statistic, but 
one death is a tragedy.’’ The difference between a statistic and a 
tragedy is the relevance of the event to us, how empathic we are 
toward the fellow travelers in our world. 


We have a duty to preserve persons from becoming statistics, a 
duty to draw close to humanity through our powers to identify 
with the common element in all human life. The essential unity 
of human life is obvious to the conscious person. The opposite 
approach is to keep the world at a distance, and reduce ‘‘other”’ 
people to stereotypes and statistics. This opposite approach is 
narcissism at its worst; it kills because it removes others from our 
awareness, as if to say, ‘‘For me, you do not even exist as a 
human being.”’ : 


Cardinal Bernardin. struck a note which resonated deep inside 
my heart when he drew the full implications from the phrase 
‘respect for life.’’ In his widely publicized speech, the cardinal 
tied together the issues of abortion, nuclear arms, capital 
punishment and hunger. ‘‘As Catholics,’’ Cardinal Bernardin 
said, ‘‘we stand for a consistent ethic of life, and we oppose all 
those forces which threaten life. For us, the loss of even one life is 
a momentous event.’’ 


To which I say, ‘‘Amen.”’

Speaks 


Put ‘man above things’ , 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Church and civil society 
should work together to place ‘‘man above things’’ in the 
modern world, Pope John Paul II told a group of Italian regional 
political leaders Feb. 2. 


The primacy of the person, the pope said, requires the 
building of a society that guarantees, from ‘‘the cradle to the 
grave,’’ the development of each person’s humanity. 


Speaking to officials of Italy’s Lazio region, which includes 
Rome, the pope thanked them for their help in making the cur- 
rent Holy Year of the Redemption a success and for dealing with 
the increased flow of tourists and pilgrims. 


He: noted the region’s contribution in feeding and housing 
poor people, and pledged that the Church would continue its col- 
laboration in social services. 


The Church and civil society, the pope said, through their own 
structures and for their own motives, are working for the good of 
the human being. 


‘*The Church recognizes,’’ the pope said, ‘‘the reality of civil 
society, its expressions and its rights. The Church maintains that 
the author of social union is good, having created people to live 
not individualistically, but as members of a community.”’ 


Despite negative factors in today’s world, he said, signs can be 
seen of man’s growth. Among such signs is the increase in 
organizations designed to protect private and public rights, he 
Saldey os 

“One cannot speak too much about the vital and fundamental 
theme of the primacy of man above things,’’ the pope said. 
‘‘Man often, voluntarily or involuntarily, becomes for various 
reasons a slave of things, an instrument of ideologies and systems 
— he himself becomes.a thing in the hands of other men.”’ 

The primacy of man, the pope said, means ‘‘priority of being 
over having’’ and means social organizations should work to 
‘‘make love triumph over hate, and life over death.”’

Relationships are as commonplace as breathing and just as 
vital.

If we are truly ‘‘with it,’’ in that first moment of 


relating/meeting/seeing there is always the “‘Oh!”’ It is the mo- _ 


ment of simple presence. Very often we are not even aware of 
this moment because it comes and goes so quickly. It is a most 
precious moment, however, for then we are truly being with and 
for another. In that brief space there are no desires, no fears, no 
expectations, no demands — truly a moment of simply ‘being.’ 


This ‘‘Oh!’’ moment can be the moment of birth for that kind 
of loving which is often described as ‘‘agape.’’ Agape is being 
with and for another, but without attachment, without expecta- 
tion ot demand. It is a spacious kind of loving — a love which ac- 
cepts all just as it is.

There was a time when we Catholics accepted the doc- 
trine of purgatory with hardly a qualm. If anything we 
were desperately grateful for the chance to avoid eternity 
in hell — rather like a criminal who gladly chooses a jail 
term rather than death row.

Before I go further, I admit I’m exploring an idea and I 
invite reader response to a serious subject: Is there a 
difference between male and female enjoyment in fighting 
and war, and is this the basis of the gender gap we’ve 
been witnessing in politics today? 


In October when we were in the midst of the Lebanon 
bombing and the American invasion of Grenada, 
Nightline News announced the findings of a national poll 
taken the day before the Grenada invasion.

Nearly 
half of the Americans polled said they supported the 
invasion, but when it was broken down into gender, over 
60 percent of the men polled were in favor compared to 30 
percent of the women. 


The next evening, at a parent seminar in our 


community, a young mother said, ‘‘My 10-year-old son is - 


fascinated at the news stories showing the Marines in 
Lebanon. He thinks it’s wonderful and can’t wait to grow 
up so he can be an Army man. It’s like a big carnival to 
him.”’ 

For all we hear about parents’ programming children 
to violence by buying them guns, I suspect there’s a more

It is not that God would look at us and find us wanting 
— He has known from all eternity that we would be wan- 
ting — but that, in the awareness of His innocent and un- 
questionably forgiving love, we also come into an 
awareness of the appalling inadequacy of our response to 
him, the weakness of our practice of love for our fellow 
human beings and our indifference to His charge of 
responsibility for them. 


It is not that God accuses us, but that we cannot escape 
our own accusation. It is not that He points out our fail- 
ings, but that we cannot avoid them when His light of 
perfect love envelops us. We were never intended to be 
merely recipients of His gifts. We have been created for 
partnership, to love as He loves us, to forgive as He 
forgives us, to give as freely, to nurture and care for as 
selflessly. Most of us spend a great deal of our earthly lives 
avoiding the full impact of what this means, but in the ins- 
tant of seeing God it must become devastatingly clear and 
no escape is possible. 


I THINK that instant of full knowledge, the need to 
admit the reality of this image of ourselves and the over- 
whelming contrition that must follow must cause a greater 
spiritual anguish than we could possibly imagine in our 
physical being. I think that it is the shedding of the last 
skins and crusts of self-delusion and self-absorption, the 
final relinquishment of the untruths and falsities that we 
have felt it necessary to armor ourselves with in order to 
cope with the problems of our existence.

innate fondness for fighting and violence in. boys than 
girls and this enjoyment continues throughout life. As a 
parent of both, I know that little boys exhibit early 
attraction to guns and tanks and that little girls don’t. 


Little boys don’t need toy guns to play war. Any toy 
will do. It becomes a weapon as they shoot each other 
from behind the cover of couches and doorways. Little

As they. grow older, boys relish war movies, the 
bloodier the better. Little girls wander away. As men, 
little boys read books on past wars, eulogize generals, and 
collect old tanks.

Men seem to enjoy war and fighting while women sigh 
and wonder why. Often we ask among ourselves, if there 
were no war, would men be happy? 


Today the gender gap shows up over the issue of peace 
more than any other issue. Women, who have always 
been programmed to support men in defense of war, are 
beginning to ask questions unheard of in earlier times: 
Why do we need ever more military buildup? Why can’t 


who labor and are burdened 


Why should it be so painful? We have only to consider 
the trauma we endure when we are unmasked in one way 
or another and the cherished illusion of the kind of 
persons we are is destroyed! Each of us likes to see 
ourselves as likeable, lovable and capable of loving 
deeply; we like to see ourselves as kind and thoughtful; 
some of us pride ourselves on being law-abiding, others 
on independence. When circumstances bring these 
qualities into question, chances are we will react with 
outrage, anger and counter accusation. Few of us can 
adapt to such attacks on our ego with equanimity. We 
may experience anything from mild chagrin to towering 
rage, furious denial and vengefulness. 


It seems quite likely to me that the same principles 
would apply in that moment of blinding understanding 
when everything becomes all too clear to us. Those whose 
lives have been unquestionably loving and self-giving 
and for whom forgiveness has never been at issue, would 
obviously pass more easily into the final relinquishment of 
self and the full embrace of God, than we who qualify and 
discriminate and withhold, who intellectualize and except 
and have never freed ourselves to love unconditionally. 


THIS ALL sounds very objective and clinical, but 
purgatory — or whatever we choose to call it — must be 
an excruciatingly subjective experience and one it would 
be impossible to survive were it not for God’s incredibly 
patient love waiting to claim the person He has always 
known we are. 


Why do we honor men of war over 
men of peace? 


The answer is that, being women, we just don’t 
understand. There’s an implied accusation that if we 
want peace, we aren’t supportive or patriotic — as if we 
can’t read or comprehend the underlying issues of 
international relations. 


We can and do, and I bilicve the gender ehincly is not 
directed to President Reagan as much as the whole male 
prerogative of determining our defense policy. Women 
today are demanding the right to be heard on peace as 
well as on equality. 


If my theory holds any truth, then we may be seeing a 
basic gender gap emerging in the home as well as in 
greater politics. If women become more vocally anti-war 
and less supportive of their sons’ involvement, this is 
bound to have an effect, as will the increasing number of 
families where sons are being reared by mothers only. 


Perhaps we have reached a point in civilization where 
women are saying we will no longer allow men and their 
enjoyment of war to threaten our world peace. I am not 
sure, but I would like to hear your thoughts on this.

forth the gifts of blackness, the freedom to 
experience those gifts within the freedom 
of Catholicism,’’ said Father Stallings. 
‘As a black person I can be instrumental 
in telling other blacks that within 
Catholicism there is a place to worship 
and experience the Lord; I don’t have to 
run off to a Baptist church to express my 
inner feelings.”’ 

“But I have also been disappointed by 
the condescending attitude and tolerance 
that speaks of ‘putting up with you 
because I have to.’ ”’ 

“THE BEAUTY of Catholicism is 
that in the universal there is room for the 
particular,”’ said Father Stallings, who 
called black Catholic spirituality ‘‘one ex- 
pression of a universal concept.” 


As with the two revivals that have 
preceded this year’s, the number of peo- 
ple in attendance grows each night from 
the Monday opening through the Friday 
closing, said Deacon Marvin Threatt of 
Christ the King. The theme of this year’s 
revival is ‘‘Growth in the Lord — The

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illustrate that point, Youth Day included 
a procession in which symbols of the 
sacraments were brought to the altar in 
the tent. 


Father White preached about Jesus and 
challenged the youths to examine how 
well they respond to the Savior. ‘‘His 
basic message as He proclaimed it might 
only fill a small pamphlet,’’ he said, but 
library shelves are filled with books trying 
to reveal the core of His message. 

“Tt was a message of hope in the midst 
of despair,’’ Father White said. ‘‘That 
message is often received...with a yawn, 
with boredom. We have, after all, heard it 
before.”’ 


IT IS easy to forget, he noted, that 


some have endured torture and death for - 
_ their faith and others have fallen to their 


knees when realizing Jesus is God. In 
contrast, ‘‘How many of us put our faith 
in Him on with the same routineness as a 
well-worn shirt?”’ 


Jesus interrupted the mournful routine 
of some of His disciples whom He joined 
on a walk to Emmaus shortly after His 
death. The men did not recognize Him 
until He broke bread with them, and then 
“they came to the overwhelming 
realization that Jesus is alive, that Jesus is 
with them.”’ 


Youth Day participants also had the 
chance to encounter Jesus sacramentally: 
Bishop Leo T. Maher was principal 
celebrant at the closing Mass, and about 
30 priests were on hand for confession.

greatly differed from past years. Former 
days were ‘‘educational’’ and featured 
workshops and speakers. ‘‘It seems to be 
going very well,’’ Father White said of 
the new format. 


About midway through the day, Father 
White invited youths to tell the whole 
assembly why they are Catholics and 
what their faith means to them. 


Several youths from the nine Imperial 
Valley parishes represented came 
forward, including Connie, from 
‘Brawley, who appreciates being ‘‘united 
with my brothers and sisters in 
fellowship.’’ Christianity has led her 
away from racist attitudes, she said. 


JOHN, A parishioner of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe parish in Calexico, took his 
parents, family and friends ‘‘for granted’’ 
until he accepted Christ. Now, he sees life 
is a ‘‘beautiful gift.”’ 

Scott, from Our Mother of Confidence 
Church in University City, thinks faith is 
as basic as ‘‘A, B, C.”’ 


‘“*A — ADMIT your sin, B — believe 
in Him and C — commit yourself to 
Him,”’ Scott said. 


“‘Catholic Christianity to me is the fact 
I belong to a very big family,’’ Father 
Daniel Griesgraber, associate pastor at 
Holy Trinity parish, El Cajon, said. 
_ That family is not just his blood family 
of 10 brothers and sisters in Escondido, 
nor just the people he has met in his 
pastoral assignments.

Maybe it was a household 
packed with small children. 

Maybe it was the sense of be- 
ing pulled in many different 
directions. 

Maybe it was a longing to 
glimpse God in the confusion. 

But something — whatever it 
was — about the life of a 
monastery called to me in the 
early days of marriage and par- 
enthood. (No, that doesn’t mean 
I made plans to join one.) 

The basic monastic rhythms of 
prayer and study, of work and 
play shaped a life (so it seemed 
to me) that symbolized stability 
and creativity. Furthermore, __ 


“those rhythms seemed remark- 


ably apt for a ‘home of lay peo- 
ple, another kind of ‘‘household 
of-God,”’ as St. Benedict referred 
to his first monastery. 

How could I.tap into that long 
and rich history? 

It seemed best to begin with 
myself. This effort, however, 
didn’t herald any great outward 
change in my home management 
or mothering. 

At first it meant saying the 
church’s morning prayer — call- 
ed Lauds — by myself each mor- 
ning. Slowly, slowly, I began to 
realize that a long-ago and far- 
away writer of the psalms knew 
me through and through. 
Gradually the prayer of the 
church became like daily bread 
to me. It gave me new energy. 

Children help their parents to 
grow in many ways if we let 
them. Our young children’s 
natural enthusiasm for rituals and 
celebration led my husband and 
me to enter more fully into the 
cycle of the church’s year. As a 
family we recited the particular 
psalms of the season, we lighted 
our candles, we read the lives of 
the saints. 

This, then, was our community 
prayer, offered around the edges 
and in the natural spaces of the 
evening meal — a bit like the 
evening prayer of Vespers in a 
monastery. _

My time alone often ended in 
sleep, just like the children.” 

It is very difficult for working 
parents to find reliable pieces of 
‘time to be alone and quiet. For 
me, quiet solitude has to be cary- 
ed out of the early morning hours. 

A sunrise walk, a silent drive to 
work, an occasional half day in 
seclusion, an annual retreat — 
these are my pathways back to 
the silent centers that still stand 
within my inner landscape, and 
that await my entrance. 

Monasteries long have been 
recognized as centers of learning. 
Throughout the centuries monks 
pursued the study of music and 
history, science and art, theology 
and spirituality. They created an 
atmosphere for learning and for 
growing. 

This is another point at which 
the home is something like the 
monastery. The family home is 
the place for expanding human 
knowledge as well as the spiritual 
knowledge of God. The entire at- 
mosphere created in the home is 
a large factor in promoting this 
growth. When parents and 
children pray together and bless 
each other, for example, they are 
teaching each other to grow as 
Christians. 

I have been talking about an 
indirect relationship between 
monks and lay people. But 
monasteries do exercise a more 
direct influence on lay women 
and men. Spiritual direction and 
counsel, adult theological educa- 
tion, daily Vespers and retreats 
are some of the resources 
available in monasteries. 

Do monasteries have anything 
to contribute to late 20th-century 
lay life? Yes, clearly — at least 
my experience of 25 years af- 
firms that this is so.

Recently, a permanent deacon 
from Missouri wrote to Trappist 
Father Basil Pennington, asking 
how to develop support struc- 
tures among the deacons in his 
home community. He wondered 
if the Rule of St. Benedict for 
monasteries might help. 

The monk, who lives at St. 
Joseph’s Abbey in Spencer, Mass., 
responded with some suggestions 
and an offer to meet the deacon 
to explore the possibilities. 

The request came as no sur- 
prise, Father Pennington explain- 
ed. Over the last 15 years, he’s 
noticed a steady increase in peo- 
ple coming, to St. Joseph’s for ad- 
vice to take home and use. 

Why does this happen? Father 
Pennington said many people 
come hoping “‘to touch base 
with a spiritual force.” 
Monasteries today offer much 
“spiritual hospitality.”’ 

Some people come “‘in search 
of a spiritual mother or father,”’ 
someone they can talk things 
Over with in a peaceful at- 
mosphere, the priest added. 
Sometimes these are young peo- 
ple alienated from their families. 

Father Pennington also pointed 
to the tensions of modern life: 
“People realize that a good job 
and money in the bank don’t 
give security today. The world is 
extremely vulnerable — it could 
be wiped out, so people are 
looking for deeper meaning.”’ 

A monastery brings lay people

into contact with a way of life 
that often is perceived as 
“mysterious and challenging.” 
Part of the fascination of the 
monastery stems from the 
perception of it as a special 
“place apart.” 

The trick for lay persons, 
Father Pennington thinks, is to 
find their own way of going 
apart; a way that fits into their 
own lives. 

In his book titled ‘‘A Place 
Apart,’ Father Pennington sug- 
gests that lay people locate a 
quiet place in their homes or 
nearby, somewhere to pray and 
reflect. This special place reminds 
people ‘“‘to make the time,” he 
writes; people need this to renew 
their perspective on life. § = 


Family life and life in a 
monastery bear a number of 
resemblances, the monk observ- 
ed. Monks “‘are a family. We try 
to share life very deeply.”’ 

Like family members, monks 
are encouraged to “‘support each 
other” in their vision for life — 
to sit down together and talk 
things over. The support struc- 
tures among the monks are more 
than an incidental feature of their 
life. 

Benedictine Sister Henry Marie 
Zimmermann finds that people 
come to her convent because of 
an interest in deepening their 
prayer life. She is assistant 
prioress_at St. Benedict’s Convent 
in Bristow, Va. 


She told of a couple who ap- :

proached her convent several 
years ago for instruction in pray- 
ing the Liturgy of the Hours — 
the official church prayers for 
special times during the day. The 
couple continued to visit the 
monastery and gradually others 
joined them. Today a convent 
“oblates”’ program includes 25 
lay men and women, mostly mar- 
ried couples. 

What are some points of con- 
nection between monastic life 
and the lives of lay people at 
home? Sister Zimmermann thinks 
even the vows taken in religious 
orders are pertinent for the laity. 

Obedience, for instance. The 
word “‘obedience”’ is derived 
from Latin-roots which mean ‘‘to 
listen to.” It calls for learning to 
“listen to God and what he is 
saying to you,” explained Sister 
Zimmermann. For lay people, this 
is likely to mean listening for 
God’s voice as it is heard 
through the other people, as well 
as the events, in their lives. 

Poverty is another of the vows. 
Sister Zimmermann thinks poverty 
has to do not merely with ‘‘what 
people have, but how they use it. 
Do they share what they have 
with others?” 

The Benedictine sister recalled 
St. Benedict’s advice centuries 
ago: “‘Treat everything as sacred 
vessels of the altar.”’ That, she 
thinks, is useful advice that can 
help anyone develop a useful 
perspective on possessions.

Of course prayer is easy for priests...isn’t it?

“Come on in, Jerry. Grab a 
chair. I'll be finished with this 
phone call in a minute.”’ 

Father Jerry Dover and his 
friend, Father Miguel Solle, had 
been getting together for late - 
Sunday night shop-talks for three 
years. 

Just as Father Dover settled 
comfortably into a chair, Father 
Solle finished his phone call. 
““How’s your week been, Jerry?” 
he asked. 

“My homily at the Saturday 
evening Mass was a bummer,” 
Father Dover replied. ‘‘I forgot 
half of it. I guess I was upset 
from the wedding I had at 3:30 
that afternoon. The couple look- 
ed unconcerned through the 
whole service. The few people 
present acted like it was the first 
time they had been in church for 
years. It really frustrates me to 
try to lead a congregation in 
prayer when they act like they 
don’t want to be there.”’ 

“I know what you mean,” 
Father Solle responded. He 
wondered whether the couple 


should have had a church wed- 
ding. ““‘No faith, no ceremony’ is 
my motto,” he said. But he re- 
counted his experience with 
three baptisms that day.- 

“It was like the whole con- 
gregation wanted to be god- 
parents for the three children. 
The people were so enthusiastic! 
I felt super.”’ 

“That's great! By the way, are 
you still praying with your 
Wednesday night group?” Father 
Dover asked. 

“Yes,” Father Solle answered. 
“Tm at the point now where I 
really need to pray sometimes 
without being the one in 
charge.” 

“T admire you for your adap- 
tability,’’ Father Dover respond- 
ed. “The only times I sense a ge- 
nuine feeling of prayer is when 
I’m at the altar praying and 
preaching, or when I go off on 
retreat to some solitude.” 

“We each have our own prayer 
ways,” his friend commented. 
“Even at the retreat house.I need 
a group to pray with. 

“Remember last week when we 
were talking about the breviary? 
Since I’ve been reading the Bible 


more, the Scripture in the breviary 
is starting to. come alive for me. 
Especially if I let myself listen to 
the feelings reflected in the 
Psalms. The prayer group helps 
me on this, too.” 

“The Psalms never get me in 
touch with feelings,’’ Father 
Dover interjected. ““The only 
feeling I get is historical, like I’m 
reading about some ancient 
problem.’ 

“That’s how I felt at first. But 
when I forced myself to think of 
real people writing and praying 
these words, a whole new world 
of human feelings opened up for 
me. The Psalms are the cries of 
real people offering their daily 
concerns to their God,” Father 
Solle responded. 

“I used to think all the feelings 
and actions and problems I faced 
all day could count for prayer. 
They do count, but for me it 
wasn’t enough,” Father Dover ex- 
plained. ‘After a few years I felt 
dried up. I have to have private 
reflection time regularly.’ 

“You should have had plenty 
of quiet time while you were 
away for two months at school 
last summer,’ Father Solle said. 
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Up from the catacombs

When Christianity finally 
became legal in ‘the Roman Em- 
pire, Christians could profess 
their faith publicly without fear. 
They could move from the 
darkness of the catacombs into 
the bright sunlight. 

The Christians could then build 
churches. Thanks to the generosi- 
ty of imperial benefactors, they 
could move from small groups in 
homes to large congregations 
praying in grand basilicas. 

This was a mixed blessing, 
however. Some of the sense 
the earlier Christians had of being 
a community — bonded together 
in their lives — was lost. And 
strange as it may seem, the larger 
the communities became, the less 
they stood out as witnesses to a 
different way of life. 

Gradually groups of Christians 
concerned about this decided to 
band together in smaller religious 
communities. They simply 
wanted to live the Christian life 
as it had been lived for the first 
three centuries of Christianity. 
These communities gave witness 
to the world at large of what life 
could and should be according to 
gospel standards. 

Actually, all Christians have this 
vocation: to give witness to Christ 
and Christian valuesina 


They have this vocation precisely 
as a people — God’s people. 

This was the vocation of the 
chosen people from the beginn- 
ing. They were to be a sign to all 
humanity of God’s presence and 
goodness. 

In the Old Testament book of 
Isaiah, God’s deliverance of his 
people from exile is seen as such 
a sign. “‘All who see them shall 
acknowledge them to be a race 
the Lord has blessed.” (Isaiah 61:9) 

The new community Jesus 
formed had the same mission. 
But keep in mind: This was not 
the mission of an elite corps. 
Very simply Jesus told them: 

“You are the light of the 
world. A city set on a hill cannot 
be hidden. Men do not light a 
lamp and then put it under a 
bushel basket. They set it on a ~ 
stand where it gives light to all in 
the house.”’ (Matthew 5:14-15) 

St. Paul thought it was impor- 
tant for his communities to give 
witness to. Christ and a Christian 
value system in a confused 
world. 

The church is a sign of God’s 
kingdom — of its presence and 
potential in human lives. After the 
early Christians came up from the 
catacombs, this was a challenge 
they faced: to continue to be the 
sign of what Jesus means.

“You know, Mike, the first 
month was like a release. I didn’t 
have to prepare a homily every 
day.

Why would a lay woman — 
one whose work involves her full 
time with the roles of lay people 
in the church — write a book 
about the values of life in a 
monastery? 

That is what Dolores Leckey 
did in a book titled ‘‘The Or- 
dinary Way’ (Crossroad). Mrs. 
Leckey is director of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee on the Laity. 

Mrs. Leckey’s focus is on the 
connections between life in a 
monastery and life in the homes 
of lay people. Interesting to note: 
She is not the only author with a 
current book on this subject. 
Another who has written such a 
book is Trappist Father Basil Pen- 
nington of Spencer, Mass. His 
book is titled “A Place Apart’’ 
(Doubleday). : 

One view of monasteries — 
not found in these books — 
tends to regard them as basically 
irrelevant to lay people. Monks, 
while much admired, are thought 
to be involved in a separate and 
exclusive relationship with God 
that is unlike anything lay people 
who pursue careers, raise children 
and worry about next month’s 
bills can expect to achieve. 

_ But neither Mrs. Leckey nor 
Father Pennington finds monastic 
life irrelevant to lay people. In 
monastic life, Mrs. Leckey writes, 
one finds a way of “‘setting up a

household — Benedict’s house- 
hold of God.” Certain qualities 
commonly valued by all those 
who want to grow as Christians 
are among monasticism’s basic 
values, she thinks. 

In a chapter on intimacy, Mrs. 
Leckey looks to the close bonds 
among those in a monastery. 
They hope that their very life 
together will generate growth 
and real happiness. It is similar 
for lay people in their com- 
munities — as friends, husbands 
and wives, parents and children, 
the author believes. 

Again she looks to the value 
monks see in hospitality. Their 
expectation is that each visitor 
will be received as though Christ 
himself were being welcomed. 
But in every home, hospitality is 
key, she suggests — the hospitali- 
ty of family members toward 
each other or toward guests. 

In three of her other chapters, 
Mrs. Leckey connects the 
monastic values of play, solitude 
and prayer with the lives of the 
laity. 

Some people think monastic 
life is irrelevant for the laity 
because, for them, it seems so 
impossible. But some current

as a sign — not of what is im- 
possible for the laity, but of what 
some of the real possibilities are.

Practical insights about the

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Cardinal says pro-lifers worrying needlessly

The ‘‘seamless garment”’ of a pro-life position linking 
opposition to abortion, nuclear war, the death penalty 
and other ‘‘threats’’ to life may be ripped apart if some 
pro-life activists get their way. 

As outlined by Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago, chairman since November of the U.S. bishops’ 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities, the ‘‘seamless 


garment’’. takes account of ‘‘multiple threats to the 
sacredness of life’’? that*include but are not limited to 
abortion. ; 


THE CARDINAL discussed the multifaceted 
emphasis of Church concern for life in a speech at 
Fordham University in December, in comments to his 
fellow bishops in November, and elsewhere.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Where the rules of a 
Religious community are in conflict with the new Code of 
Canon Law, the new code prevails, the Vatican’s 
Congregation for Religious and Secular Institutes said in 
a decree issued Feb. 2. 


In another decree the congregation said that pines 
of Religious communities who have completed the 
novitiate training period must take temporary vows of 
poverty, chastity and obedience rather than make 
promises to follow the three evangelical counsels. 
Religious are still required to eventually profess perpetual 
vows. 

THE DECREE pointing to the superiority of canon 
law over Religious constitutions stated that ‘‘laws 

contrary to canon law lose their value.’ 

_ It authorizes leaders of Religious communities to draft 
- new Jaws. “which | appear to be necessary for filling the 


- These new laws, the decree added, become effective at 
once and “‘keep_ their value until the next general 
chapter.”’ 


The second decree, which calls for members of 
Religious communities to profess temporary vows of 
poverty, chastity and obedience at the end of the 
novitiate, puts an end to a practice which developed 
- following the Second Vatican Council when some women 
Religious chose to make promises of poverty, chastity and 
obedience rather than temporary vows.

At Fordham, he said that the bishops oppose the death 
penalty ‘‘because we do not think its use cultivates an 
attitude of respect for life in society.”’ 


MOREOVER, ‘‘THOSE who defend the right to life 
of the weakest among us must be equally visible in 
support of the quality of life of the powerless among us: 
the old and the young, the hungry and the homeless, the 
undocumented immigrant and the unemployed worker,”’ 
he said at Fordham. 


But Scheidler said the bishops ‘‘are trying to give a new 
definition to pro-life to bring some people into their camp 
who are not really pro-life,’? such as various liberal 
Democrats. 


Furthermore, Scheidler added, ‘‘it puts him (Cardinal 
Bernardin) at odds with one of the most ardent pro-lifers 
in the country, President Reagan.”’ 


THE AD Hoc Committee in Defense of Life, another 
critic of the cardinal, said its survey of abortion opponents 
found that 99 percent ‘‘oppose the cardinal’s 
conglomerate.”’ 


“Indeed, Cardinal Bernardin’ s ‘challenge’ may prove 
the decisive one,’’ the organization’s January newsletter 
said. ‘‘If anti-aborts can’t keep their issue the premier 
‘single’ one in the political spectrum, then it may well 
sink into the gooey swamps where yesterday’s causes 
fester.-.. 


‘‘There seems little doubt,’’ the newsletter added, 
“‘that the great majority of anti-aborts reject ‘linkage’ of 
abortion with anything else.”’ 


MSGR. JOHN P. Foley, of The Catholic Standard and 
Times, Philadelphia archdiocesan newspaper, also 
worries about the linkage. In an editorial, he wrote that 
he fears linking abortion with other issues will mean that 


anti-abortion measures will suffer in_ political 
compromises. 
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“‘The destruction of approximately 15 million children 
through legalized abortion in this nation during the past 
decade is such an unspeakable horror, however, that no 
moral or legal issue today can compare with it,’’ he wrote. 


Recalling the 1973 Supreme Court abortion ruling, he 
added that ‘‘it seems to me that the Catholic Church in 
the United States needs not a blurring of the focus on 
what is the greatest moral evil and physical disaster now 
burdening this nation but a clearer focus and a greater 
singleness of purpose.”’ 

MSGR. FOLEY later said he thinks the linkage makes 
sense for educational purposes but not for political actions 
because in the latter case it ‘‘endangers the survival of 
efforts against abortion.’’ 


Cardinal Bernardin said traditional pro-life concerns 
would not be diminished by his appointment as chairman 
of the bishops’ pro-life committee or by a linkage with 
other “‘life’’ issues. 


“‘T deny that my appointment is -going to mean any 
undermining of the anti-abortion effort,’’ he said in a 
January interview with The Monitor, San Francisco 
archdiocesan newspaper. 

“IN FACT, I want to make clear that it should 
strengthen such efforts. I am very sensitive to pro-life 
groups who are concerned about this but I think it is 
needless worry.”’ 


“T think that for us to be effective in accomplishing 
things in favor of life issues in general that we need as 
broad a coalition as possible,’’ he added. ‘‘We have to 
present the linkage of life issues in a basic conceptual way, 
in context of the all-encompassing teaching of the Church 
protecting all human life.”’ 
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\ WASHINGTON (NC) — The Reagan administration

previously denied any connection with the archbishop’s 
assassination. 


‘““FROM THE first days in office the Reagan White 
House knew — beyond any reasonable doubt — that 
Robert D’Aubuisson planned and ordered the 
assassination of Archbishop Oscar Arnulfo Romero,’’ 
said White Feb. 2 in prepared testimony for a House 
subcommittee. 


“‘The Reagan’ White House took on a great 
responsibility when it chose to conceal the identity of 
Archbishop Romero’s murderer and not to use the 
evidence gathered by the embassy to write finish to the 
political fortunes of ARENA and the ambitions of 
Robert D’Aubuisson,’? White said. He described 
ARENA as ‘“‘a fascist party’? supported by ‘“‘rich 
Salvadoran exiles.”’ 


White resigned from U.S. diplomatic service after 
H Reagan replaced him in January 1981 as ambassador to 
El Salvador because of policy disagreements. 


~ Code commission formed 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II has 

formed a commission to oversee the application of the 

Church’s new Code of Canon. Law and has named U.S. 

Cardinal William Baum as one of its members, the 
Vatican announced Feb. 1. 


It released a document in which the pope established 

the 14-member Pontifical Commission for the Authentic 
Interpretation of the Code of Canon Law. The document 
4 also dissolved the Pontifical Commission for the 
} Interpretation of the Decrees of the Second Vatican 
) Council and the Commission for the Revision of the Code 
, of Canon Law formed in 1963. 
i IN THE document, described as a ‘‘letter on his own 
i initiative,’ the pope said the purpose of the new 
i _commission is to resolve questions about the application 
of canon law in particular cases. 


‘“Only this commission will have the authority to give 


A an authentic interpretation — which must be confirmed, 


by our authority — of the canons of the Code of Canon 
4 Law,”’ the pope said. 

The new Code of Canon Law went into effect last Nov. 
27. It was the result of a 20-year project to revise the 
Church’s laws in light of the reforms of the Second 
Vatican Council. 

A SIMILAR commission was formed by Pope 
Benedict XV in 1917, when the Church’s first version of 
canon law went into effect. 
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~ Says U.S. covering up archbishop’s killing 


WHITE SAID D’Aubuisson summoned about 12 men 
to a meeting March 22, 1980, announced the decision to 
kill the archbishop and supervised the drawing of lots to 
determine who would carry out the plot. The information 
was obtained by a U.S. embassy official who made 
contact with a Salvadoran military officer present at the 
meeting, added White. 


He said the person who killed the archbishop was 
Walter Antonio Alvarez, who was killed several months 
later on D’Aubuisson’s orders. 


White called D’ Aubuisson ‘‘a terrorist, a murderer and 
a leader of death squads. 


‘‘ARENA is a fascist party modeled after the Nazis and 
certain revolutionary Communist groups,’’ said White. 
‘““ARENA has a politico-military organization which 
embraces not only a civilian party structure but also a 
military arm obedient to the party.”’ : 


‘‘The founders and chief supporters of ARENA are 
rich Salvadoran exiles headquartered in Miami and 
civilian activists in E] Salvador. ARENA’s military arm 
comprises officers and men of the Salvadoran army and 
security forces,’’ he added. 


White prepared his testimony for the House 
Subcommittee on Western Hemispheric Affairs which is 
considering legislation based on the Kissinger 
Commission report on Central America. The commission 
urged $8.4 billion in military and economic aid to the 
region over a five-year period. 


WHITE OPPOSED military aid to El Salvador and 
advocated negotiations between the government and 
guerrillas as the way to end the four-year civil war. 


‘‘The continuance of military assistance will only signal 
support for ARENA and the disloyal and murderous 
economic and military elites which continue to impose a 
system which depends on organized terror for its 
existence,’’ he said. 


“‘As long as we continue military aid to the present 
military leadership of El Salvador, they will never permit 
negotiations,’’ White said. 


ARCHBISHOP ROMERO, who headed the San 
Salvador Archdiocese, was shot to death while he was 
celebrating Mass March 24, 1980. No one has been 
arrested for the crime and Church officials have 
complained that no serious investigation of the murder 
occurred. 


Archbishop Romero had been criticized by the military 
and wealthy landowners as a Communist sympathizer 


and friend of the guerrillas because. of his criticisms that ©

The vicariate, since 1919 the supra- 
territorial ‘‘diocese’’ of U.S. Catholics in 
the armed forces and their families 
wherever they are stationed around the 
world, is to be canonically separated from 
the New York archdiocese by the Holy 
See.

A PHILADELPHIA native, John J. 
O’Connor has headed the Scranton

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Initially a high school teacher following 
ordination in 1945, he holds degrees in 
clinical psychology from the Catholic 
University of America and in political 
science from Georgetown University. He 
served with the Navy during the Korean 
conflict and with the Marines in 
Vietnam, and in 1975 was the second 
Catholic to be named chief of all Navy 
chaplains. 


His appointment to Scranton came 
during last May’s meeting in Chicago, 
where the U.S. bishops debated and 
adopted the third draft of their 
controversial pastoral letter on war and 
peace in the nuclear age. Bishop 
O’Connor argued against making any 
specific moral policy judgments. ‘‘I do 
not personally believe that it is the 
position of bishops to delineate strategy 
and tactics for the Defense Department 
and the president of the United States,”’ 
he said at the time. 


BUT HE later said the Church has 
“the right and the responsibility to 
denounce any weapons system if we are 
convinced that it is going to increase the 
immorality of war or the horrors of

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She approached many priests over the 
years asking for help in filing Church 
annulment papers; none of them 
encouraged her and many told her 
marriage was forever and that settled it. 


IN A last-ditch effort in the mid-’70s, 
she contacted Father Gregory Manning, 
then at St. Rita’s, and he helped the 
couple get an annulment. About six years 
ago they were married at their parish. 
‘That was the biggest day of my life,”’ 
Mrs. Sanchez said. 


Mr. Sanchez, who works in a variety of 
ministries from maintenance work to 
prison visiting, traces his devotion to the 
Church back to his youth in 
Albuquerque, N.M. As a youngster he 
had to be ‘‘pushed’’ to go to church, but 
as a teenager he walked three miles to 
attend Friday Stations of the Cross 
services, Mass and rosary recitations. 


“I got used to it and I enjoyed it,’’ he 
remembered. He was active in the 
Church work during his first marriage. 
His wife died in 1951 and he was faced 
with the prospect of raising their three 
children. 


HE MET Mary, who had one child 
from her brief marriage, and they wed in 
1952. They moved to San Diego in 1958. 


Mrs. Sanchez immediately tried to get 
involved in the Sodality at the parish they 
first joined, but a priest there told her the 
women would not want a “‘divorced- 
remarried’’ woman in the group. 


When the couple moved and became 
Saint Rita parishioners, Mrs. Sanchez 
was welcomed into the Sodality and the 
Altar Society. She decorates and arranges 
flowers for most of the parties, dances and 
weddings at the church, she said. 


“*T LIKE to do things for God and the 
Virgin Mary,’’ Mr. Sanchez said. Only 
God could probably keep track of the 
numerous things Mr. Sanchez does for 
Him. As a member of the Men’s Club at 
St. Rita’s he helps with anything that 


might earn or save money, including 
repairs, collecting and selling old 
newspapers and buying supplies for the 
monthly breakfast. 


In addition, he is in the Legion of 
Mary, which meets once a week. He and 
other Legion members visit shut-ins and 
hospitalized Catholics, where they read 
the Bible and sing. He was also on the 
parish RENEW home visitation 
committee. 


EACH WEEK he joins other 
‘parishioners in saying a rosary and 
devotional prayers before a_ pilgrim 
Virgin statue. He visits the federal prison 
every week and leads a Spanish-language 
rosary recitation for 60 to 85 inmates, 
many of whom were arrested on charges 
of illegally entering this country. 


On Fridays he helps out with bingo and 
on Sunday he drives a wheelchair-bound 
man to Mass. i 


Pleasing God and Mary are not his 
only goals, he said. He keeps his 
retirement years full ‘“‘because there are a 
lot of people who need help. I don’t ask 
God for anything, just my health so I can 
be healthy enough to help people.”’ 


HE AND his wife have about 14 
‘‘sodchildren”’ in Tijuana.- They make 
regular trips to the border city to 
distribute clothing, furniture and food to 
the godchildren. 


If for any reason Mr: Sanchez has to 
slow down his apostolic work, the duties 
with the Legion of Mary will be the last to 
go, he said. 


“I’m just proud to be a Catholic,”’ 
Mrs. Sanchez said. ‘‘Everytime 
somebody tries to change me, I say, ‘I like

Tiny Nepal showing us the way 


It is somewhat amusing, in a way, to 
find the great United States, one of the 
largest nations on earth and certainly 
the most prosperous, following in the 
footsteps of one of the tiniest nations in 
the world. A few months ago Nepal, a 
small monarchy on the roof of the world 
in the Himalaya Mountains, exchanged 
diplomats with the Holy See at 
ambassador level. Three months later 
the United States did the same, 
recognizing the Holy See or Vatican 
State, as a separate state for 
diplomatic purposes. 


Nepal, not as large as San Diego 
County, has eight of the world’s ten 
highest mountain peaks. It is famous 
for its association with Mount Everest, 
the highest mountain in the world at 
29,000 feet. Nepal’s sherpas are those 
who guide the mountaineers and carry 
their packs when assaulting the heights. 
Most people have heard of Kathmandu, 
the capital. 

Jesuit and Maryknoll missionaries are 
there, but they don’t go out into the

people to Catholicsm. They must not. 

Father Martin Coyn is a Jesuit 
missionary in Patna, Nepal, and he was 
back with his relatives recently, the 
minor mountains of Descanso reminding 
him of the Himalayan foothills where he 
spends most of his time. Father Marty 
explained that no missionaries in Nepal 
would dream of trying to convert the 
people from the official religion of 
Hinduism. 

All that the missionaries can offer is 
“‘presence’’, the image of Christ, in an 
apostolate of teaching, health care 
services and human promotion 
generally. The Jesuits run a top class 
school for young men of Nepal — but 
not one of the students is a Christian. 
Evangelization or conversion is 
prohibited by law. 

Father Marty mentioned something 
which makes the United States and 
Nepal worlds apart — there is no 
television in Nepal, the tiny Asian. 
state. No wonder it was the scene of 
James Hilton’s ‘Shangri La’’ in his novel 
and movie ‘‘Lost Horizon.”
